Training

There was a discussion regarding a need for more support for the Lab Safety 
Coordinators when they send out reports stating training is out of date. A “Top 
Down” support of training effort was discussed. 

Announcements: 

The next coordinators’ meeting will be held in Draper 102 on April 6th at 9:30. 

Glenda Pons announced that CEMS is working on a program to add expiration 
dates to the database. This will allow Glenda to run reports to look for expiration 
dates on date-critical chemicals and pharmaceuticals. This will aid in compliance 
and reduce the risk of fines during inspections. 

There was a discussion as to whether the training matrix that was handed out 
was clear regarding annual General Laboratory Safety Training. There was also 
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discussion as to whether General Laboratory Safety Training was required 
annually at all. After the meeting the current training practices were reviewed by 
EH&S staff. General Laboratory Safety Training has been required annually and 
will continue to be so. The first General Laboratory Safety Training a person 
takes must be scheduled in a classroom space so that the individual benefits 
from a live instructor. Annually after that, the individual is required to take (in 
OWL) Laboratory Safety, Hazardous Waste Management, and Right to Know 
modules on-line.
